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Senator Wilson’s Smccessfal Tour,
Spxaron WinkoN appears to be making grati-
fying progress in his Bouthern tour. Althongh
the nocounts we get of him by telegraph are
trom unfriendly and prejudiosd sources, it is
plainly to be seen that he Is addressing large
orowds wherever ho goes; that he s oivilly
received @ven by those who are opposed to
him in sentiment; and that his spesches are
producing & marked effect upon the tone of
tho South. If he shall accomplish no more
than to show that free speech has become a
reality in the South under the Recomstruction
law, he will have done & good work. The
precedent needs to be established in the minds
of the late oligarchy of the South, that citi-
2ens from any portion of the republic have a
perfect right to visit that section of the conn-
try, and to advocnte their views upon all sub-
jeots with the ntmost freadom, and withont re-
farence to whether such views are losally popu-
iar or not, This is right & which, under the
“Union as it was,” was never enjoyed. It
must now be asserted and established upon an
immovable foundation.

But aside from their practical vindication of
free speech, Mr. Wilson's addresses are calou-
lated to do good. They are temperate, con-
cilintory, well.argued exhibitions of the politi-
oal situation, and of the canses which have
brought it about, They will not suit those
who still belleve in slavery, or in the right of
gecession; but they are well caloulated to
unite all those who, in good faith, are deter-
mined 1o accept the great revolution that has
passed over the country,in all its consequences,
and adapt themselves to the new order of
things. He does not geek to build up a white
party or a black party, but simply a Republi-
can party, based upon the great principles of
that organization at the North. And wherever
he goos, there is a white element which wel-
comes his coming—an element sufficiently
numerous to form the nucleus of 4 great party.

There geems to be no good reason to doubt
that the effort that is being made to organize
the Republican party in the South will prove
successful, There is more or less of an
original Union element among the whites in
every Southern State.  Of course these men
will weloome an organization with which they
can act. There is, moreover, a large class of
men at the Bouth who have concluded to
acoept the situation in good faith, They have
abandoned theirold pro-slavery and secession
notions, and believe in giving free principles
& fair trial, These men will inevitably drift
into the Republican ranks. They have nowhere
else to go. They will be denounced and
abused by the Democrats, and they will go
where they can find sympathy and support.
If these two olasses of whites—the original
Unionists snd the men who accept the situa-
tion—shall unite heartily and in good faith
with the colored citizens, as we believe they
will, the Republican party will not only be
organized, but it will become dominant in
most of the Southern States. It is the fear of
this very result that leads to the conservative
denunciations of Mr. Wilson and his speeches,
and of the efforts now being made by Republi-
cans generally to organize the party through-
out the South,

Tue Dowsrary or Maxmmiuiax,—The news
from Mexico records the final overthrow of
the empire of Maximilian., The Liberals have
taken the city of Qneretero, the Imperia
army is disbanded, and its chief general, Mira.
mon, dead, while Maximilian himself is a con-
cealed fugitive. The downfall is complete:
The ““Latin power'” which was to be built up
a8 & counterpoise to the great republic of the
United States, is a thing of the past,

We trust that the Liberals in their hour of
victory will not further outrage the moral
sense of Christendom Ly acts of barbarouns
slaughter. Now that the contest is over, there
oan be no further excuse for ¢ ruel ty.

this master are there Lo be found), and side by
side with it » common German daub of ohil-
dren dabbling in & brook, or washing each
other under the villnge pump, e will instine-
Uvely choose one of the latter subjects, and
reject the grand old painter of light and shale.
To resume, Mr, Brown 18 on the lookout for
puintings; he 1s slizhtly aeguainted with n few
artists, one of whom perchance he meets in

the galleries of the Academy, or al an
art  reception. Hp kindly Inquires of
the representative of the arts  how

he flourishes, and recelves for reply, “Splen-
didly —more commlisslons than I can fulfl,
Nearly worn out with the pressure of work,
By-the-way, call at my studlio and see Lthe snb-
jeet just inlshed for Jones' gallery; I think
you will likeit. Good-by.” Ourfriend Brown,
when be hears this, 1s Impressed wilth the
wonderful abillty of one who oAn make pro-
gress in this way, and al onoe resolves togivae
him an order Yor a preture—a resolution which
he carries into effect the vory next day. What
opinion does Mr, Brown entertaln of Slouch,
the landscape palnter, who never, by any
possibility, ‘‘gets on ?"—8louch, the bad-hatted
and long-halred man, who always seoms con-
solous that hils heelsare run down—ihe unfor-
tunate and ever-complacent SBloush? Well, to
tell the truth, Brown avolds him, and cannot
bring himself to think that Slouch has merlt,
when he does not use it with more benefit Lo
himself, And the moralof this 18 that “Nothing
succeeds likke success,” While we are speak.
Ing of success, we may be permitted Lo remark
the very diverse manners and ways there
are of atlalning 1t in the artistic profes-
slon, For Instance, there are some artists
whose great clalm to consideration rests
in the fact that for laying on the colors
they use paleite knlves and trowels (like
Gustave Courbet), and have to retire from thelr
plctures some twenty or thirty feet bafore they
obtain anything like a view of Lhe effect they
are producing on the camvas, This olass of
palnters has 1ts special admirers, On the other
hand, many have achisved fortune because
they palnted with brushes so flne that one
could (80 1o spoak) easily thread needles with
them, using magoifying glasses In order to
work out detalls, and elaborating so palnfully
cloge that It 18 necessary to glue your face to
the pleture in order to see anything definite
thereon, There are cennolsseurs who glory In
this style of minlature art, and who pay thou-
sands of dollars for good specimens of the soliool
of which Messonler stands the acknowledged
head. Some palnters are consldered great be-
canse they have produced canvases thirty or
forty feet long, and others for the faol that you
can carty & dozen of thelr finlshed works o the
vest pocket. In thioking of these thiogs, we

No, 174, “View from & Monastery noear Bpez-
zin," n smnll, earefully puinted pleture, ropre-
senting & monk looking, with clasped hands
and sad expression, from the gallerles of a
monasléery out on to the beautiful panorama
before him, with the soft halo of an Itallan sun-
set llluminating the pleture, The effect of the
sun behind one of the columns is admlirably
arranged, and with thearchitectural embellizh-
ments fo in charaoter with the scene, all 1s In
perfect keeplng and harmonizing as a whole,
Though a very diffeult subject to treat, Mr,
Henry has managed it with greatabillity, show-
ing bim to ba o careful student, The painting
is hung entirely too high to allow the close
serutiny which it deserves,

No, 256, *'T'he Old Clock on the Stalrs,”' isalso by
Willlam Henry, from the poem by Longfellow
The artist has ovidently made an accurate
study ol some old-fashiloned staircase, with the
old eight-day clock, yet everything is made
perfectly In keeplng with the subject and idea
lutended tobe conveyed.

With this observation, we must leave the plo-
ture gallerles; but before dolng so we may be
allowed to observe that it is Impossible to glyve
speclal notice to each of the 511 palnt-
ings there exhibited, Many excellent works
we have doubtless neglected to mentlon, not
from any motives of partiality, but slmply on
account of our limited space. Our only objeoct
hios been to render pralse and encouragement
where pralse and encourngement were due.
